College students to rally today. 
protest tuition, budget cuts 


Students and citizens from 
throughout the state of California will 
rally today on the steps of the state 
capitol and to Governor Deukmejian’s 
Los Angeles office to demonstrate their 
concerns for the future of California 
universities and community colleges. 

Students from community colleges 
statewide will be joined by represen- 
tatives of the University of California 
and California State Colleges to rally for 
increased legislative support of higher 
education. 

According to Luke Watkins, member 
of Californians Acting for Responsible 
Education (c.a.r.e.),‘‘our goal is to 
achieve full support for higher educa- 


tion. We are asking for an end to budget 
cuts to higher education, no fee in- 
creases, competitive faculty and staff 
salaries, and available financial aid to 
any students with the need.”’ 

‘Our elected officials in Sacramento 
must not solve today’s budget crisis at 
the expense of California’s future,’’ 
Watkins said. 

Representing Hartnell at the rally will 
be members of the ASHC Senate as 
well as interested students. 

Janet van der Burg, ASHC president, 
will be one of the students in at- 
tendence. ‘‘! look at it this way,’’ she 
said, ‘‘| can sacrifice my classes today 
or ican sacrifice them tomorrow.”’ 


“This rally will show the Governor 
and state legislators how upset 
students are with the proposed fee in- 
creases and tuition at all levels of 
higher education. With everyone work- 
ing together, this state-wide march will 
be the most effective effort the state of 
California. has seen from students in 
over 10 years,’’ van der Burg said. 

The rally will include a press con- 
ference in the Governor's press offfice 
and a march through Capital Mall. It has 
been endorsed by numerous groups, 
including the Faculty Association of 
California Community Colleges.

_ That new student representative is 
James Michael Rose, who Won by 
almost 2:1 in the election April 13. He 
defeated current board member Lilly 
Martinez with 243 votes to Martinez’s 
126. 


During their campaign, both can- 
didates expressed the need for voting 
powers for the student member. These 
powers can be granted to the student 
member at the discretion of the govern- 
ing board. 


Rose sees the upcoming election of 
four board members and the replace- 
ment of Dr. Gibb Madsen, 
superintendent-president, as_ the 
perfect chance to change the powers of 
the student member. 


“PIL be doing a lot of one-on-one lob- 
bying with the board members,’’ Rose 
said. He plans to research the reasons 
why student members were not given 
voting rights in the past. 


Rose said that he could not help 
wonder why the board has not given the 
student representative such rights. ‘‘If 
they think we’re incompetent or lack in- 
tegrity, heck, it’s still 7-1.” 


Another of his plans is to increase 
student awareness next year through a 
bi-monthly: newsletter detailing the ac- 
tions of the governing board. 


Rose is also running for a position as 
one of the eight senators of the ASHC. 
“in a lot of schools, the two jobs are 
tied into one.”’

it’s the same oid story. 


We still don’t know whether there will be tuition for 
community colleges next year. 

There have been rallies against tuition in Sacramen- 
to and Los Angeles, petitions circulating statewide in 
oppositions of the fees, and anti-tuition buttons are 
becoming a common sight. 

And while all this rallying does look impressive, it 
probably will not do much good. 

The consensus among teachers and administrators 
is that tuition is going to come. The incoming funds 
will be in the best interests of the state economy, at 
least for the time being. 

Tuition was proposed by Gov. George Deukmejian 


as a temporary measure aimed at reducing Califor- 
nia’s *1.5 billion deficit without raising taxes. 

But tuition is a tax, and a tax on some of the people 
in the state least able to afford it. Students and their 
families have been singled out to bear the burden of 
the state’s fiscal crisis. 

The community college system was conceived in 
recognition of the fact that a high school education is 
no longer a meaningful achievement in the job 
market. The opening of classrooms at minimal cost 
has earned the respect of the world as an innovative 
system which will reward the state in the long run with 
a better educated public. 

So much for philosophy. 

Here’s a little reality. By imposing tuition, the state 
of California will bring in millions of dollars. It will, at 
the same time, drive away 10 percent of the students 
currently attending community colleges. 

Some will move to more expensive colleges and

universities and hope to make ends meet. Others will 
be forced to discontinue their educations entirely. 
These students will no longer generate Average Daily 
Attendence (ADA) funds for the colleges, and that 
means 10 percent less ADA money Sacramento will 
have to pay community colleges. 

That is certainly an inviting prospect for any 
legislator, regardless of the effects such a move 
would have on the community colleges statewide. 
Community colleges do not compose a significant 
lobby in Sacramento when pitted against those who 
would have to pay a more general tax, the alternative 
Gov. Deukmejian is attempting to avoid. 


Not every student attending a community college is 
in such financial stress that a $50 per semester fee is 
beyond his or her reach. 

If the Legislature truly wished to demonstrate a 
commitment to higher education for the needy, it 
could qualify tuition fees according to one’s financial 
status, exempting those who qualified from payment. 

That would prevent the enroliment drop, but it 
reduce the savings by the state. 

Other solutions have been offered. 

Legislators talk of increased financial aid programs 
for the economically disadvantaged. That sort of 
legislation would require state funds which do not ex- 
ist. 

The Hartnell governing board has voted unanimous- 
ly to oppose tuition, and it has offered two sugges- 
tions aimed at keeping the fees from being forced on 
community colleges. 

The first is a proposed initiative to return to com- 
munity colleges statewide some of their rights to tax. 
These rights were taken away with the passage of 
Proposition 13. Such an initiative would require state

Even if support could be generated for an initiative 
like this, it is highly unlikely it could be passed in time 
to help the colleges with the problems they will face 
from tuition this fall. 

Second is communication with the legislators. As 
Dr. Gibb Madsen, superintendent-president, said in 
the Match 1 board meeting, ‘‘I think the people need 
to tell the Governor of the state of California that they 
want their community college not exempt from cuts, 
but given a fair chance.”’ 

The board has reason to be concerned about tui- 
tion. Aloss of students from tuition will only add to the 
drop this college will see as a result of the recent 
budget cuts. 

The board could conceivably face losses in ADA of: 
15 percent or greater next fall. That sort of an enroll- 
ment drop will mean more budget cuts, far more 
severe than those curently before the board, and the 
beginning of the age of Hartnell High. 

The state of California should also be concerned 
about the effects tuition will have on it’s economy in 
the long run. Each fee increase denies another group 
of low-income students from pursuing a higher educa- 
tion. In today’s highly skilled job market, an education 
is a necessity. Implementing tuition will only increase 
the number of unskillied workers in California. 

But the passage of tuition is in the best fiscal in- 
terests of the state for the time being. it will, in all 
liklihood, become a reality. 

What remains undecided is the amount students 
will have to pay. 

But cheer up! There are others at Hartnell— 22 to be 
exact— who are faced with a far worse uncertainty. 
They don’t even know if they will have a job next year. 


Cut Oliverez, cut role models 


The governing board's decision to reduce Pro- 
fessor Oliverez’s contract will also have an impact on 
the recruitment of potential Hartnell students. The 
ethnic studies discipline serves as a means of attrac- 
ting not only Chicano students, but also students of 
other ethnic backgrounds who are interested in learn- 
ing about the diverse minority groups that exist within 
this society, this community and on this campus. 

The governing board should be informed of the im- 
pact their decisions make on the student population 
here at Hartnell. The long-range effects of the reduc- 
tion of Professor Oliverez’s contract must be con- 
sidered if this campus is to maintain its commitment 
to servintg the needs of the student population.

Budget slashed at Cabrillo 


Recent issues at Cabrillo College 
sound very similar to those at Hartnell 
College; budget cuts, layoffs and how 
they are handied. At issue for our 
neighbo is a deficit of $1.2 to $1.3 million 
dollars. 

Work with these cuts began last sum- 
mer when the .Cabrillo College board 
formed a special committee called the 
Program Services Review Committee 
(PSRC). Every service and department 
was to be reviewed and given a priority 
ranking. This information was given to 
President John Petersen who drew his 
own conclusions and made recommen- 
dations to the board. 


The PSRC made ail it’s judgements 
based on the following: 1)student de- 
mand, 2)how many students finish the 
class, 3)student success, 4)job outlook, 
5)cost overall, 6)avaitability elsewhere, 
7)community needs 8)college ability to 
meet the state-of-the-art level. 

According, to Bill Gleeson, public 
relations officer, the PSRC was made 
up of faculty, students, classified staff 


and administration. Joe Cordon, stu- 
dent senate treasurer, strongly 
disagrees, saying that only one student 
was on the committee and as for the 
PSRC rankings, ‘‘the way the facts are 
presented leads to misrepresenta- 
tion.’’ He adds that the review was ‘‘not 
accurate or clear.’’ 

An example Cordon gives of 


misrepresentation is the construction 
technology and drafting program. The 
review in regard to student demand 
states there are ‘‘50 percent fewer 
students, but they don’t say in the 
report that there were less classes of- 
fered,’’ says Cordon. All four fulltime 
instructors from this program. have 
received notice. 

Gleeson said that ‘‘all the programs, 
they all have supporters.’’ This was 
quite clear by the stack of petitions on 
his desk. 

Fourteen full-time faculty have 
received notice in addition to 13 who 
last year took advantage of an early 
retirement plan. Of those 13 only two

For spring 
semester, ACP granted the second 
highest rating, first class, for the 48- 
year old newspaper. 

“Good responsible reporting on a 
wide variety of complicated issues,’’ 
the ACP judge commented about the 
coverage by the ‘All American’’ fall 
issues. Ironically, he concluded, ‘‘Best 
wishes for continued success.”’ 

The ACP uses qualified professional 
journalists to evaluate college 
newspapers. Though four-year college 
newspapers are judged only against 


“The Panther Sentinel combines 
plenty of top quality writing, design, 
and ‘‘digging’’ to make an authoritative, 
attractive newspaper,’’ the fall 
semester judge said in his summary. 

The judge for spring semester 
balanced his compliments with 
criticism, ‘‘...the campus is lucky to 
have a diligient news staff,’’ he com- 
mented. In a ‘‘P.S.,’’ he added, ‘‘This 
paper has a great deal of improvement 


_ to make, but there is potential.’’ 


To earn All American a newspaper 
must earn enough points for first class 
and also be awarded four out of five 
possible ‘‘marks of distinction.”’

In the March 22 issue of the Sentinel, 
an article on Monterey Peninsula Col- 
lege indicated that, because of com- 
munication, budget troubles at MPC 
have been comparatively mild.

On the supportive side, John 
Kingsley, president of the academic 
senate, said, ‘‘Several people are 
upset about this one teacher (being 
laid off), but by and large, they realize 
cuts have to be made.”’ 

‘‘There is no great hassle going on 
here.”’

Art dept. cut back 20 years’ 


by Chris Tucker ; : 

“They want to cut us back 20 years,’’ 
said Joseph Bragdon, Hartnell design 
and photography instructor. 

What Bragdon is speaking about is 
the proposed reduction of the number 
of full-time instructors in the visual arts 
and photography department from 3 to 
2. The same number that Hartnell had in 
1962. 

Bragdon will be retiring at the end of 
the semester after 26 years. If he is not 
replaced and if many part-time instruc- 
tors are not hired the program faces 
what some estimate to be a 25 to 30 per- 
cent cutback, others say as high as 50 
percent. 

‘it can’t help but have a detrimental 
effect when you cut out close to a third 
of our program,’’ said Bragdon. 

Bob Butterbaugh, sculpture instruc- 
tor, indicated that another area the cuts 
will effect is in maintenance. The Visual 
Arts department may lose their techni- 
cian, Eric Bosier. This would mean los- 
ing the ability to keep the equipment 
maintained and cost more in the long 
run according to Butterbaugh. 

The art instructors feel that the solu- 
tion lies in expanding the program. Em- 
phasize the quality education at a very 
low price to the community, and the 
students will fill the classes. Also set 
educational targets and targets for the 
numbers of students needed in the 
classes. 

‘“‘We need more students; I’m sure 
the students are there, but they won't 
give us another instructor,’’ said 
Bragdon. ‘‘We can only offer as many 
classes as we have time to teach.”’ 

We have mentioned (to the board) at 
various times that this was going to be 
difficult to have any program,’’ said But- 


terbaugh. ‘‘In order to pull out, we have 
to get targets, educational targets, stu- 
dent targets and goals. 

‘It’s time to get off the cutbacks, 
begin to expand or else we'll decline.”’ 

The program appears to be in a 
Catch-22. Without the students, the in- 
structor can’t be hired, but without the 
instructor the students can't have their. 
classes. Presently the Visual Arts in- 
structors are spending 20 hours in the 
classroom a week. 

The department is offering another, 
less conventional solution. They are 
holding a raffle on May 11 in-hopes of 
raising $2,500. Prizes range from 10 
gallons of gas to some art work and pot- 
tery. 

‘It’s just one of many events to try to 
maintain the depth of the program,”’ 
said Gary Smith, art instructor. ‘‘The, 
response has been really terrific by the 
students,’’ Smith said. 

Tickets can be bought for $2.50 from 
any member of the visual arts faculty 
and most art students. 5 

Gary Smith, who has been targeted 
for layoff but was just recently 
reinstated for full-time employment, 
said the art department is ‘‘working 
towards a better solution’’ to avoid one 
end of the program being propped up 
while the other is falling apart. : 

Bragdon said design, painting, print- 
making and drawing classes must be 
covered by the art curiculum. ‘‘We feel 
that these are basic classes that 
everyone needs to take, whether they 
are an art major or minor.”’ 

Before the passage of Proposition 13, 
Hartnell had a fourth instructor and 
these classes were covered. That in- 
structor was employed for only a year.

Thirteen records fall at Ed Adams meet; 
Brian Oldfield throws America’s best

Thirteen meet records (nine women’s 
and four men’s) were set at the April 16 
Ed Adams’ Invitational Track and Field 
Meet. Nearly 40 community colleges 
and some the top world discus 
throwers and shot putters competed at 
the Hartnell meet. 


World record holder Brian Oidfield’s 
toss of 68-4 not only won the open shot 
put at this year’s Ed Adams’, but it also 
was the best by an American this year. 


Art Burns, ranked fourth in the world 
last year, beat out third-ranked Mac 
Wilkins in the open discus with a 1983 
American best throw of 222-5 at Hart- 
nell’s ‘‘Discus Heaven.”’ 

In the women’s division of the com- 
munity college portion of the meet, the 
Hartnell Panthers finished in a tie with 
track rival Skyline for seventh place. 
Both squads had 22 points. Chabot won 
with 72 points. 


Chabot was led by Brenda Bertillion. 
Bertillion won the long jump, placed 
third in the 100 and 200 meters and high 
jump. She also ran a leg in Chabot’s 
winning 400 and 1600 relay teams. 


The Hartnell men finished a respect- 
bale 13th in tough competition. San 
Jose won nine of the 17 men’s events 
and amassed 147 points in taking the 
men’s titie. 


Panther Nadine Bowers set one of 
the nine women’s meet records that 
were broken. Bowers rifled the javelin 
153 feet. 


The 1600 relay team of Luara Kess- 
inger, Elvira Lopez, Jane Markert; and 
Julie Coy finished third behind Chabot 
and San Jose. 


Lopez and Markert were fourth and 
fifth, respectively, in the 800 meters 
race behind Tammy Anderson of 
Modesto, who set a new record with a 
time of 2:13.1. 


Al Miller turned in the best perfor- 
mance for the men with a third place 
finish in the 800. Miller was edged out 
by .01 second by O. Woods of San Jose 
in the race for second place. 


Manual Adaipe came in fourth in the 
1500 meter race that saw Gary Lewis of 
San Jose set one of his two meet 
records. 


Lewis’s other record breaking 
run.was in the 3000 meter steeplechase. 


Sixth place finishes were turned in by 
Allen Christensen in the javelin, Jim 
Scattini in the 5000 meters, and the 1600 
relay quartet of Robert Hiserman, Al 
Miller, Russ Hauschild, and Jason 
Smith. 


The Panther track team will play host 
to the Coast Conference at the con- 
ference finals April 30.
